WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 (U.R)— Point vahics on chccac 
will be reduced to zero at midnight tonight, the office of 
price adminiatration announced today. Lower gradca of 
beef will become ration free before Oct. 1. Pork chopg and 
bourbon whisky ore on the way back. 

Price Administrator Cheater Bowlca Raid the action on 
cheese could be taken now bccauac the agriculture de- 
partment has removed all controls, 

Bowles said elimination of cheese point value wilt "make 
available a amall increase in the amount of meat and butter 
people can buy with their red points." Heretofore Ameri- 
can.i have been using about two per cent of their red 
points for cheese. He said the army no longer needs the 
amount of cheese it previously took and the department 
is pliinnine to lift the 40 per cent government aet-aside 
of Cheddar cheese.

TOKYO. Sept. 11 (UR)— Gen. Hidcki Tojo, former premier 
who launched Japan into war against the United States with 
the Pearl Harbor sneak attack, bla.sted a gaping wound be- 
low his heart in a suicide attempt today, but hours later an 
American doctor said he had a good chance to live. 
With blood spurting from a revolver bullet wound clear 
through his body, Tojo as- 
sumed responsibility for tho 
Pacific war in what he ob- 
viously regarded as his dyinjr 
fltatcment. 

"ITie Rntor," as Tojo was known, 
shot himself at 4:3t pjn.- whea 
American mlUtory police demaoded 
entrance to his home In suburban 
Tbkyo to arerst him a» Japan's No. 
wor criminal. 

Tho Japanese Dome! news agency 
said Tojo was expected to die nt 
ly time. But Capt. James Johnson, 
first cavahy doctor who attended 
him, said more than two hours alter 
the shooting: 

"Tojo has a pretty good chance ol 
being aaved."

But anyone who has lived through that war 
knows, thai peacy did not suddenly come to 
an end In December of 1341, or suddenly re- 
■ turn tills .summer. Wars develop slowly and 
taper oft gradually. There were mounting 
friction and military preparation by both 
sides long before the Ilrst bomb Jilt Pearl 
Harbor. Thnre will be scattered shot.-i and 
confusion and reminders of wartime Uvtng: 
for some time yet, even though war has offi- 
cially cenaed. 

Thl.i last fact U not pleasant. We .should 
all like to think that peace descended on us 
with the explo.slve finality of the V-J day 
celcbralton. We are tired of shortages and 
restrlctlona. We are tired of acndlng sons and 
husbands and brothers Into the service. Wo 
, want to reas.'iemble our households— those of 
! us who are torlunale enough to bo ablu to — 
and plek up where we left off. 

But It Isn't that easy. President Truman 
made that plain when he asked congress to 
continue selecllve service until the hard-won 
vlctorj' In the Pacific Is made secure. And 
OPA refiional director of New York, Leo Cent- 
ner, made It plain after a conference with 
his hoas, OPA Director Chester Bowles, when 
he warned that all controls could not safely 
be removed at present. 

Tliese statements were not calculated to 
win any cheers or votes, ft would have been 
cosier for Mr. Truman to forget the danger In 
the far east (at least publicly), forget all 
talk of universal peacetime military training, 
and beat the drum for a speedy return to 
business as usual. 

And Mr. Gentncr, though not an elected 
official, could have done the administration 
an easy favor and gained some popularity for 
the much-niallgned OPA by advocating the 
removal ot all wartime wraps. 

Instead, both men .spoke worcl.s' that were 
honest and unpleasantly necessary. It took 
courage to speak them. Qui the country, 
though It may not welcome those words to- 
day, may well have reason to be thankful for 
strong military protection and antl-lnllatlon- 
nry controls in the future. 

It Is lolly to think that we can readjust 
our lives and economy to an untrammeled 
existence Immediately. War Is a major opera- 
tion on the body politic. Coiivalesccnco Is 
slow, and careless activity or too rich a diet 
carries danger ot a setback. 

It li likely that some congressmen will op- 
pose wise council and try to lead the patient 
Into precipitate action In the hope of political 
gain. So It behooves the citizen voters to re- 
member. In these Immediate postwar davs, 
that ptudence and realistic fact-facing, not 
faith In pleasant promises, point the way to 
recovery of sound national health.
